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Segregation Unconstitutional: 


United States Supreme Court 


The United States Supreme Court 
declared May 17, 1954, that segre- 
gation public schools unconstitu- 
tional. was unanimous decision. 
Among court decisions affecting public 
education takes rank with the Kala- 
mazoo decision (1872) which deter- 
mined that the whole field education 
was within the scope public educa- 
tional authority. 

While the Catholic schools are not 
legally bound the decision there will 
tremendous social pressures operat- 
ing maintain the present pattern 
over the new one. The Supreme 
Court itself recognized the difficulty 
making such radical adjustment 
the southern states returning the 
cases the calendar for further con- 
sideration after having determined the 
basic principle nonsegregation. 


Judicial Decisions Advance 
Social Readiness 


Where legislative action judicial 
decision aims create new social pat- 
terns contrary long established cus- 
toms, tied with deep attachments 
and explosive emotional potentialities 
there danger what amounts the 
nullification the law widespread 
evasion. the matter prohibition, 
have had example our own 
lifetime.

The Supreme Decision 


The exact language the Court its 
decision given the beginning 
the discussion, posing the question 
follows: 

“We come then the question pre- 
sented: Does segregation children 
public schools, solely the basis 
race, even though the physical facili- 
ties and other tangible factors may 
equal, deprive the children the mi- 
nority group equal educational op- 
portunities? believe that does.” 

And concluding the discussion the 
Court says: 

“We conclude that the field 
public education the doctrine ‘sepa- 
rate but equal’ has place. Separate 
educational facilities are inherently un- 
equal. Therefore hold the plaintiffs 
and others similarly situated for whom 
the action has been brought are, 
reason the segregation complained of, 
deprived the equal protection the 
laws guaranteed the Fourteenth 
Amendment. This disposition makes un- 
necessary any discussion whether such 
segregation also violates the Due Proc- 
ess Clause the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment.”

The “Separate But Equal Doctrine” 


The Court has held 1896 the 
Pleasy Ferguson case (Vol. 163 
537) that equality treatment 
accorded when the races are provided 
substantially equal even 
though the facilities separate. This 
the “separate but equal” doctrine 
that has been the law for years. 
three the four cases decided this 
decision, federal district court, the 
relief asked for was denied because 
the equality the facilities and the 
fourth case was granted because the 
facilities were unequal. short, the 
doctrine “separate but equal” was 
the basis the lower courts’ decisions. 

The Court covered exhaustively the 
history the Fourteenth Amendment, 
but the history was inconclusive. 
additional reason for the inconclusive 
nature the Amendment’s history with 
respect segregated schools was the 
status public education the time. 
Because the rudimentary character 
not surprising little was found about 
the effect the Amendment public 
education. 


Previous Judicial Decisions

learn. Segregation with the sanction 
law, therefore, has tendency retard 
the educational and mental development 
Negro children and deprive them 
some the benefits they would 
receive racially integrated school 

Waiving aside for the moment all 
legal and even social issues, the 
very nature public education that 
all persons should equally admitted 
its opportunities who are capable 
profiting them; i.e., elementary 
school children cannot admitted 
graduate school. 


The Judicial Scope “Intangible” 
Social Conditions 


The interesting point about this de- 
cision that based not much 
judicial principles but social facts

The Subjects Investigation 


The investigator visited schools, 
three cities, each located differ- 
ent diocese. The first city was one 
the largest the United States, the 
second had population about 600,- 
000, and the third was city about 
people. all, 531 pupils par- 
ticipated. the largest city, three 
schools were visited, the second larg- 
est city, seven, and the smallest city, 
three. The basis for the selection 
these schools was the religion books 
used. Four different types texts were 
represented. There were two kinds 
question-and-answer-form catechisms; 
workbook, and one which was com- 
bination instructional narratives fol- 
lowed questions and answers. 


The Procedure the Study 


The method the investigation was 


that written tests, administered per- 
sonally the investigator, insure 
greater validity and reliability. The 
children were assured that’ the tests 
would scored the investigator 
herself, and that the identification 
the participants would remain closed 
secret. 

The test consisted three parts. The 
first two parts were subjective, and 
called for terms the doctrinal content 
involved the dogma the Church. 
The third part was objective, predomi- 
nantly multiple choice, and was de- 
signed obtain information regarding 
the children’s attitudes, appreciations, 
and practical applications their un- 
derstanding the Church. Some esti- 
mation the type questions may 
obtained from the following samples:

frequency table was constructed 
for the answers each individual ques- 
tion. After all the responses had been 
tabulated, those similar content were 
grouped together under concepts 
more general nature. order set 
some standard for purposes analysis, 
replies which might considered ac- 
ceptable both from the standpoint 
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accuracy and adequacy were indicated 
asterisk. Those which were in- 
complete, irrelevant, evidently erro- 
neous were specified “inadequate 
incorrect answers.” 


The Findings 


Results the study revealed the fol- 
lowing general findings: 

Knowledges and understandings 
the visible aspect the Church took 
precedence over that the invisible 
aspect. This not too surprising, con- 
sidering the fact that the former more 
positively stressed most schools than 
the latter. 

Attitudes, appreciations, and prac- 
tices which refer specifically the 
dogma the Church are not always 
well known, whereas those which are 
also common other dogmas are not 
only known but show some indications 
being practiced. This evinced 
the children’s notion the universal 
brotherhood all mankind, and race 
tolerance. 

merely enumerate the number 
correct responses the test questions 
here might gratifying the teachers 
well the pupils who took the test. 
However, seems rather normal pro- 
cedure for teacher who has corrected 
set tests set aside the perfect 
papers with sigh satisfaction and 
relief, and then proceed immediately 
scrutinize the imperfect papers from 
diagnostic point view. There al- 
ways the prospect that, through the 
analysis errors, better results may 
achieved through improved teaching 
methods remedial procedures. Let 
suffice here, therefore, mention that 
the children tested did well could 


expected under the circumstances 


the unusual type test they were 
asked take. Some did remarkably 
well reasoning out answers which de- 
manded knowledge practical nature. 

All the schools visited manifested 
evidence good hard-working teachers, 
sincerely interested spreading the 
kingdom God earth, and im- 
parting their charges the truths con- 
tained the Catechism, the best 
their ability. This was evident not 
only the perfect answers questions 
written many the children, but 
also the keen interest which both the 
children and teachers showed the 
subject religion. The evaluation 
which follows, therefore, written for 
the purpose diagnosing those weak- 
nesses for which some remedy may pos- 
sibly prescribed. 
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Sources Weakness 


Lack Synthesis. Because some chil- 
dren see only the visible and external 
aspect the Church the exclusion 
her invisible, supernatural aspect, 
what sometimes purely accidental 
mistaken for what essential. Material 
properties the Church such vest- 
ments, crucifixes, and the sanctuary 
lamp are concentrated upon. However, 
not the “name the outside,” nor the 
“cross top,” nor even the building 
itself, but the living Christ and all 
His members within it, constitute the 
Church. 

Lack Retention. Catechism answers 
which were undoubtedly memorized 
the time the Church was studied, were 
forgotten, either wholly partially. 
outstanding example this the defi- 
nition the Church which showed 
general trend toward retention some 
parts better than others. The signifi- 
cance this finding seems indicate 
that some phrases were not meaning- 
ful, hence, more easily forgotten; also 
that some parts may have received more 
repetition than others. since mastery

served the responses was confusion 
the four marks with each other 
well with the three attributes. 
Strangely enough, the definition for the 
mark “Catholic” has the highest num- 
ber blanks all the questions 
the visible Church. The attribute “in- 
fallibility” has the longest list inade- 
quate incorrect answers. This may 
due the fact that the children 
memorize these words lists, but 
not understand them descriptive 
characteristics. quite common 
result learning rote mechani- 
cal repetition words without regard 
for their meaning. 

Evidence Concepts. 
Some children identified the “Mystical 
Body” with the “Physical Body 
Christ,” the “Blessed Sacrament,” 
something The answers 
“Jesus Christ,” “the pope,” “the 
Church” were given for the “soul the 
Mystical Body” instead the only 
correct answer, “The Holy 
Part this may attributed real 
ignorance; part may traced 
the fact that these terms were not 
clearly understood the time they were 
studied. Had they made vivid impres- 
sion then, they would have been readily 
called into consciousness the ques- 
tions asked, and they would not 
apt become confused. 

Lack Awareness Certain Prin- 
ciples Conducive Greater Spirituality. 
Although the children 
tudes kindliness, sympathy, and fra- 
ternal charity, and also fine set 
values making choice their life’s 
work, they lack consciousness the 
value the “Apostolate Suffering,” 
particularly with respect other mem- 
bers the Church.

Educational Implications 


partial remedy for these weak- 
nesses was sought various elements 
involved the learning process. How- 
ever, confine the causes for deficien- 
cies the test responses these 
sources would one-sided view, since 
there are other factors equal impor- 
tance which enter into the situation. 
The most important these are the 
textbook, the teacher, the curriculum, 
the method, and the pupil. Within these 
areas, there are opportunities for much 
improvement. few these possibili- 
ties may summarized into the fol- 
lowing suggestions:

Appreciation the principles in- 
volved the doctrine the Mystical 
promoted vital interest and the per- 
sonal example zealous teacher. 

immediate consequence the 
present study was the development 
the investigator proposed unit for 
teaching the Church according the 
doctrine the Mystical Body.

Report Cards Based 
Christian Social Principles 


Reports parents about their chil- 
dren’s progress have undergone great 
changes during the past several years. 
During World War and the years 
immediately following, requests prin- 
cipals for information regarding char- 
acter traits former pupils were 
frequent. The Federal Bureau Investi- 
gation, the defense plants, the 
Treasury Department, and other agen- 
cies were interested knowing more 
about growth desirable habits and 
attitudes persons applying for posi- 
tions. Aptitude and achievement tests 
could show scholastic ability, but only 
the school records could supply the all 
important information 
growth religious, social, work, health, 
safety, and study habits. 

1948, Rt. Rev. Msgr. Daniel 
Cunningham, superintendent schools 
for the Archdiocese Chicago, realiz- 
ing the need for change the tradi- 
tional report card, appointed com- 
mittee study the present status 
school reports considering: recent 
literature and research the subject; 
survey the report cards cur- 
rently used educational systems 
throughout the country. About half 
this number were from Catholic school 
systems. The information thus obtained 
served guide and source refer- 
ence for formulating report card that 
would evaluate growth terms 
the whole development 
Christian character, well progress 
subject matter and skills. 

has been argued with telling effect 
that the Catholic school America has 
followed the false philosophy that the 
most important thing about education 
information the acquisition 
knowledge. The Catholic school has 
been declared failure some critics 
almost the same degree the secular 
school, because did not achieve the 
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primary and most important aim edu- 
cation, which formation, the build- 
ing Christlike character. The Chief 
Shepherd the Church, Pope Pius 
however, made the primary aim 
all education crystal clear when 
wrote: “There can ideally perfect 
education which not Christian edu- 
cation,” and then added: “The proper 
and immediate end Christian educa- 
tion cooperate with divine grace 
forming the true and perfect Chris- 
tian, that is, form Christ Himself 
those regenerated Baptism.” (En- 
cyclical: The Christian Education 
Youth.) 


Defects the Old Reports 


The old reports gave about nine 
tenths their attention the informa- 
tion-progress the child, and the one 
tenth that was devoted character 
appraisal was negative, that is, child’s 
behavior was judged with mathemat- 
ical measure good bad with 
hint the child, his parents, 
why was good bad, and how 
might improved. The new report 
card least gives much space and 
attention character building 
learning facts and skills, and drops 
the indefensible business measuring 
human character one counts pennies 
dollar. 

Another reason for the change 
that the old system marking and 
grading the information-progress the 
pupil psychologically bad for the ele- 
mentary school child. the old sys- 
tem numbers from 100 were used, 


these letters had numerical values, such 
as: (93-100); (85-92); 
cetera. recognized that this grading 
method injurious the elementary 
school child because pits the child 
against his class. 

This basically competitive mark- 
ing system, but competition unfair 
where the children who are competing 
against each other for the marks 
class have different levels native 
ability. Let refer the familiar 
Gospel parable the talents. child 
gifted God with five talents can earn 
only three his five talents. The other 
child with one talent may make 
heroic effort the work the class 
but comparison with his classmates 
may get and fail. This injurious 
the character formation the talented 
child, and injustice and may 
injurious the hard-working, less- 
talented child. 

This outmoded system harmful 
the elementary school child because 
that child still tender and formative 
years. needs protection and encour- 
agement. His spirit may broken for 
the cold and brutal experience unfair 
competition. Child psychologists tell 
that children 
spirit, and courage are crushed 
broken tender childhood rarely re- 
cover, and usually remain pitifully weak 
personalities throughout life. 

Educationists also give impressive 
figures indicate that the two classes 
students for whom the American 
schools provide the poorest education 
are the highly gifted and the least gifted. 
These two groups are often neglected 
school. The traditional percentage 
marking system fits perfectly into this 
bad educational planning because lets 
the bright student earn top honors with- 
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out working, and gives failure mark 
the slow student after has worked 
his heart out. 


The New Marking System 


What then the new marking sys- 
tem? found the bottom the 
academic progress side the report 
card under These 
new marks are the letters 
and How are these used? The 
school, through the use general ability 
tests, which are now considered essen- 
tial, classifies each pupil according 
his native ability. 

John found (by the inscrutable 
providence God, not the superi- 
ority his parents) have the native 
ability five talents. Jim has one 
talent; Mary has three talents. These 
three may the same age and 
the same class. But they not earn 
their marks competing with each 
other. The quality each one’s school 
work judged against the background 
his native ability. John may ahead 
Mary, and far ahead Jim his 
studies, and percentage basis would 
easily get the highest mark the 
class. But the new system John may 
failed work his capacity. 
will earn only when has done 
the quality work which, with five 
talents, can do. other words, John 
will win not competition with 
less gifted classmates, but only self- 
competition. 

Mary with three talents has average 
ability but extra hard work 
may occasionally earn V.G. Jim with 
one talent will not able produce 
average quality work, but 
does his best will earn which 
good mark for his level ability. 
being lazy Jim may drop and 
extraordinary application partic- 
ular subject may even rise 


Explanation the Letters 


Outstanding achievement, rare 
mark, indicates exceedingly high 
exceedingly high quality; his assign- 
ments are completed time; con- 
tributes class discussions, undertakes 
extra work addition assignments, 
earns the rare mark outstanding 
achievement. 

Above average achievement, 
indicates very good progress, well above 
the usual. child’s work superior 
quality; responds well class 
discussions, produces neat work, com- 
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eager apply principles learned, 
making very good progress. 

Average achievement, indicates 
good progress for this grade. child 
meets the requirements his grade 
level, doing the work expected 
him, doing average satis- 
factory work. indicates good work 
mastery the subject matter. About 
per cent all children have average 
ability. This true almost every 
classroom. 

Below average achievement, in- 
dicates greater need for effort the 
requirements for this grade are 
completed satisfactorily. 

Satisfactory progress for this 
child. incapable doing the work 
this grade level, but, considering his 
ability, his work satisfactory. 

Unsatisfactory progress, indi- 
cates failure produce acceptable 
quality work. 


Key New System 


The key the new marking system 
self-competition. Every child meas- 
ured against himself when grades are 
assigned. This thoroughly Chris- 
tian concept. the parable the 
talents Christ praised the five-talented 
servant, not because did better than 
the three- one-talented servant. 
praised the five-talented and the three- 
talented servants because they made 
good use the talents they received. 
condemned the one-talented servant 
only because buried the one talent. 
None the servants was either praised 
blamed because had many only 
one talent. 

The old marking system has tended 
make snobs, and lazy snobs that, out 
talented grade school children. Pride 
precedes the fall. wonder the gifted 
child often proves serious disappoint- 
ment later years. 


Marks for Daily Papers and Tests 


The supervisors have instructed the 
teachers use raw score, such the 
number items correctly completed 
their daily papers and tests. Confusion 
follows when some teachers attempt 
use percentage marks the daily 
the test papers. Moreover, teachers are 
advised devise weighted tests such 
are used all good standard meas- 
uring devices. 

How can teacher provide for in- 
test arithmetic, for example?

achievement. 

Whenever marked the aca- 
demic progress pupil, the character 
traits which need improvement are 
checked the side the report which 
indicates growth desirable habits and 
attitudes. Moreover, interview with 
the parent guardian requested 
checking the space provided for that 
purpose the reverse side the re- 
port card. Provision also made for 
filling the date the interview. 


Arguments Against the New System 


Arguments are heard against this sys- 
tem. For example: Children will not 
work hard unless they can compete for 
prizes and honors. The answer that 
that they (as well their parents) 
are now victims system education 
which the selfish profit motive 
leading incentive work. 

Children can taught work for 
higher motives; for example, love and 
loyalty God, accountability God 
for all gifts, feelings personal growth 
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and conquest, service fellowmen, and 
satisfaction achievement. These are 
forms motivation. Public life 
America sadly sick because most mo- 
tivation the extrinsic, materialistic, 
and selfish kind. Indeed, the Catholic 
school not worth the burden the 
double taxation its patrons bear 
cannot teach children work hard for 
higher reasons than the secular world 
knows.

Teachers and parents, though, aware 
that family life lastingly molds young 
people’s tastes, temperaments, attitudes, 
and personalities, must further alert 
disorderly inclinations, strong temp- 
tations becoming troublesome 
with adolescence and because wider 
and freer contact with other students 
school. Together they 
“urgent, season and out season 
reprove, entreat, rebuke with all pa- 
tience and teaching,” St. Paul ad- 
vised his disciple Timothy. 

With these general principles close 
contact and mutual understanding be- 
tween parents and teachers accepted, 
now intention propose some 
general qualities which should charac- 
terize home and school relationships. 
the last section specific applications 
which these parent-teacher contacts 
may take submitted. Unbiased and 
frank answers parents and teachers 
alike will true gauge the merits 
and the deficiencies our home and 
school relationships. 


General Qualities Home-School 
Relationships 


The school believes that close as- 
sociation between the home and the 
school should maintained, thus fa- 
cilitating exchange views and con- 
fidences between parent teacher 
concerning the child. 

The school acknowledges that the 
home the first school, and that the 
parents are the first teachers the 
child. 

The school acknowledges that its 
educative function subsidiary, and 
complementary the Church and the 
family, and that must not op- 
position these two elements. 

The school attempts, through sym- 
pathetic discipline, develop youth 
into integrated Christlike personalities, 
and counteract contradictory stand- 
ards. 

The school convinced that pa- 
rental participation school programs 
and activities serves effective 
means parent education, raising 
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standards within the home. 

The school realizes that, along with 
the home, has been remiss not 
developing keen sense responsibility 
today’s youth. 

The school realizes that good teach- 
ing its best medium for public rela- 
tions with the home; believes that 
good teaching brings satisfied students, 
and satisfied students spell success. 

The school co-operates with the 
parents meeting their obligations 
educate their children, not only the 
true religious and moral education, but 
also the physical, civic, and social 
education. 

The school realizes that contact 
with parent groups helpful estab- 
lishing basic school policy, and 
informing the professional staff the 
needs the community which the 
school serves. 

10. The school periodically examines 
carefully the spiritual direction which 
giving the students meet their 
future moral responsibilities. 

11. The school and parents must co- 
operate helping youth choose and 
follow calling vocation for which 
fitted, and which can best 
serve God.

Chil- 
dren should not feel that the teacher

For ex- 
ample, children should taught prac- 
tical use their knowledge from each 
day’s lesson that they will realize 
learning something valuable. 
teacher can convince her children that 
whatever they learn will aid 
them some way, especially their 
present situation, they will take more 
active interest learning and will uti- 
lize what they have learned their 
everyday life. School will real ad- 
venture for each child and consequently 
the classroom will filled with air 
genuine and keen enthusiasm. The 
teacher may bring about this active in- 
terest carefully planning her subject 
matter, correlating well, and giv- 
ing and having children give practical 
ways using their knowledge. 

With fresh viewpoint the prospec- 
tive teacher conscious the latest 
methods teaching and discipline and 


yet does not wish experiment too 
readily her new class lest there 
catastrophe. She wishes each child 
feel his own importance indivdual 
pupil without minimizing the impor- 
tance the class unit working to- 
gether achieve individual and collec- 
tive ends.

Concerning her pupils individuals, 
the prospective teacher wants each 
child self-controlled yet expres- 
sive, happy yet serious, generous toward 
others, yet prudent. Even the smallest 
child can taught these good habits 
which will make him happy school 
life, his home life, and his future 
life the world.

Activity work teaches children gener- 
osity sharing, gives them oppor- 
tunity for self-expression and requires 
them practice self-control. well- 
planned activity work the teacher will 
create atmosphere joy and en- 
thusiasm and will give each child the 
opportunity expressing his abilities 
freely and spontaneously. Through gen- 
eral and particular guidance school- 
work and emotional difficulties the 
teacher will help maladjusted child 
fit himself into the pattern daily 
American life. encouraging the shy, 
timid child, being patient with the 
slow child, and directing and re- 
directing the bold, forward child, the 
teacher can help make her pupils the 
genuinely happy, calm children they 
should be.

State legislatures the exercise their 
police power. The most common instance 
this connected with the establishment 
separate schools for white and colored 
children, which has been held valid exer- 
cise the legislative power even courts 
states where political rights the 
colored race have been longest and most 
earnestly enforced.” 


Roberts vs. City Boston (1849) 


The first school segregation case decided 
the Massachusetts Supreme Court 
1849, before the Fourteenth Amendment. 
Charles Sumner, the lawyer for the defense, 
arguing from the Bill Rights the 
Massachusetts Constitution, argued that 
segregated public schools “tends deepen 
and perpetuate the odious distinction 
caste, founded deep-seated prejudice 
public opinion. The Court dismissed the 
contention saying, regarding the caste 
distinction, exists, not created 
law and probably cannot changed 
law.” However, 1855 Massachusetts 
prohibited segregation public schools. 


Segregation

Separate but Equal 


The legal doctrine that required schools 
for Negroes, though separate (that for 
Negroes only) must nevertheless sub- 
stantially equal (be the same similar) 
those provided for white people (see 
Plessy vs. Ferguson).

The task not simple 
one, for order achieve proper 
understanding symbols, the real sym- 
bolic significance must derived 
the learner using his own personal 
experience. Difficulty will encoun- 
tered because the learner not ade- 
quately prepared has not had suffi- 
cient contact with reality order 
have genuine comprehension the 
symbols. Educators often fail realize 


that the learner must possess the inner 
experience and power create the idea. 
this resource and power lacking 
there often results confusion, bewilder- 
ment, and prejudice; and hence, educa- 
tion fails accomplish its objective.” 

This student has made simple un- 
sophisticated statement without peda- 
gogical lingo basic fact educa- 
tion: the place individual experience 
the understanding and interpretation 
symbols. This failure has been noted 
the educational reformers all ages 
and the results noted: verbalism con- 
tent and isolation from the social life 
and even the actual life the indi- 
viduals. make only this point today 
and strengthen call attention 
two comments outside the pedagogical 
field: 

The poet Thomas Bailey Aldrich 
says, regarding what you must bring 
the reading poetry: 


You poets and their song 
grievous wrong 

your own soul does not bring 
their high imagining 

much beauty they sing. 


And even more fully, Thoreau says: 

“The works the great poets have 
never yet been read mankind, for 
only great poets can read them. They 
have only been read the multitude 
read the stars, most astrologically, 
not astronomically. Most men have 
learned cipher order keep ac- 
counts and not cheated trade, 
but reading noble intellectual 
exercise they know little nothing, 
yet this only reading high sense, 
not that which lulls luxury and 
suffers the nobler faculties sleep the 
while, but have stand tiptoe 
read, and devote our most alert and 
wakeful hours to” (Walden).

One interested scholar, after compre- 
hensive and searching study maga- 
zine articles, newspaper editorials, book 
reviews, and worth-while nonfiction, com- 
piled list five hundred general, non- 
technical words, which words considered 
for the comprehension worth- 
while contemporary reading America.

careful scrutiny the proposed tests 
and lists leads the conclusion that about 
per cent, that is, about 400 the 500 
“musts,” are definitely Latin derivatives. 
Evidently then, the most essential require- 
ment for the acquisition good English 
vocabulary the study fundamental 
Latin not exactly original startling 
discovery, since, until very recent times, 
the ability use Latin speech and writ- 
ing was the distinguishing mark edu- 
cated man. may recalled, 
connection, that there was period our 
history when learn read was read 
Latin. The only grammar studied was Latin 
grammar. Legal documents, journals, and 
medicinal prescriptions were written 
Latin. The educated folk read, wrote, and 
spoke Latin. 

From ancient times until about the year 
1500, there had been continuous tradition 
words taken into the English language 
from the one from the vernacular 
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unlearned, the other from the learned 
tradition the Church and the schools. 
After the revival learning, the Latin 
derivatives longer came through the 
French, had been the case from the 
time the Norman Conquest, but were 
borrowed directly from the Latin, which 
custom has continued this day, wit- 
nessed the vocabulary the sciences 
and modern inventions. Perhaps few per- 
sons realize the extent which many 
our ordinary words and expressions have 
come from the Latin even without change 
—stimulus, item, veto, alibi, vacuum, 
mention few. recipe was physician’s 
directions: Take such and such ingredients 
and compound them, recipe being the Latin 
for “take.” nostrum, known 
modern times cure-all quack medi- 
cine, was one “of our own” concoction. 
man was non plus scholastic 
argument when could say “no more.” 
And on, almost infinitum. 

Even such cursory sketch 
proves that Latin permeates the whole 
system English speech, with the fore- 
gone conclusion that knowledge Latin 
almost absolute necessity one 
have ready command adequate 
English vocabulary. must admitted, 
albeit ruefully, that such reasoning 
far cry from the status Latin our 
modern system education. While the 
teacher Latin bemoans his inability 
instill the majority his students the 
most meager rudiments the language, 
the reluctant scholars take impish delight 
amidst their groanings covering 
surreptitiously the inside pages their 
Latin texts with facetious captions, 
case fire, throw this book and 
other elegant requests similar ilk.

view such conditions would 
seem most opportune, then, that scheme 
has been devised which aims both rem- 
edy the dearth English vocabulary and 
stimulate the teacher and the student 
the teaching and the learning Latin. 


Practical Aids for Ceachers 


This plan known the Know-English 
contest, the brain child Rev. Joseph 
Marique, S.J. had concluded, from his 
own experiences, that one the prime 
causes the general apathy was the fail- 
ure the students realize and the 
teachers utilize the relevancy the 
“dead” language the living English vo- 
cabulary. therefore sought impress 
both that Latin the predominant ele- 
ment the English which literate people 
speak habitually, and quicken interest 
the teaching and the study Latin, 
even must from utilitarian view- 
point.

The Know-English Contest 


The Know-English Contest was new 
idea; was unique. There 
sporadic attempts various classical clubs 
stimulate interest the Classical 
guages means contests, mainly the 
translation type, and the results, for the 
most part, had been equally sporadic. The 
Know-English Contest therefore had 
competitors. The procedure was 
follows: first, the contest would open 
high schools all public, pri- 
vate, and parochial; second, each school 
would enter team three members; 
third, previously determined date, the 
contestants would meet match their 
skill giving the English synonym and 
the Latin origin and its meaning, including 
prefix and suffix, stated for 
not; orare— pray; os, oris 
mouth; capable.” The appeal 
the love games deeply ingrained 
American youth was happy one. Not only 
could the team win the trophy for its home 
school, but, order stimulate personal 
interest such were needed, prizes would 
awarded individual winners well. 

the first contest the New York 
area, schools all categories entered 
the lists. Greater New York, Long 
and Philadelphia were represented. The 
place the contest was the Cardinal 
Hayes’ High School. Five competent judges 
toiled for four hours, keen, alert, 
well prepared were the competitors. 
long last, young lady from Little Flower 
Central High School Philadelphia, who 
remembered that resolved into 
“cum, operire, and caput” (cover the head) 
was the sole survivor for the first indi- 
vidual prize, and the Stuyvesant High 
School bore off the coveted trophy. 
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The following year Father Marique was 
Boston, member the faculty 
Boston College. Fortunately, the superin- 
tendent schools for the Archdiocese 
Boston was Rt. Rev. Msgr. Cornelius 
Sherlock, himself graduate Boston 
Latin School, and mean Latin scholar. 
Under his aegis president the Catho- 
lic Classical Association, Know-English 
Contest was announced. Sixty-five schools 
accepted the challenge. 

the spring 1952, the first sectional 
contest was held New York. Fifteen 
champion teams from Greater New York, 
Greater Boston, and Western Massachu- 
setts strove for supremacy. December 
1953 saw the contest extended Balti- 
more, Boston, Philadelphia, New 
Bridgeport, Springfield, and Worcester. 
These preliminaries were written. in- 
novation and worthy one, was the junior 
contest for first- and second-year students. 
conclusion these widely scattered 
preliminaries, sixty more champions as- 
sembled March Little Flower 
Central High School Philadelphia 
contend for the Archbishop O’Hara cup.

not too soon evaluate the results 
these Know-English Contests the 
light their purpose. Those who have 
been stimulating and guiding teams have 
been astounded the ease and zest with 
which boys and girls ability not too 
far above the average have learned use 
correctly not five hundred, but more than 
ten times that number English words 
Latin origin. What boon for those 
preparing for college entrance examina- 
tions! more memorizing long lists 
synonyms and antonyms, 
taxing chore their predecessors with 
very little hope remembering the mean- 
ing the use the words laboriously 
conned! Those who previously had found 
the memorization words Latin 
vocabulary boring task, who had 
stumbled through more lines 
Cicero blindly, now enjoy these experiences. 
Long since have the other members 
the Latin classes acknowledged the superi- 
ority the Know-English contestants. 

The same may stated the English, 
history, French, and science classes. There 
not lesson the roster which the 
Know-English contestants not surpass 
immeasurably the other members their 
classes, not only account their un- 
usually superior vocabulary, but also be- 
cause the mental alertness and logical 
thinking resulting from the type study 
necessary winner the contest. 
Therefore, the university professors and 
the high school teachers are searching for 
successful method improving vocabu- 
lary quality and quantity, let them look 
the Know-English. does not pretend 
panacea for all the ills the Latin 
students nor their long-suffering teach- 
ers; nor it, hope, nostrum for 
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both. Rather let say, the nature 
recipe tried with the hope 
improvement and perhaps eventual cure.

Presenting Techniques and Procedure

and guides them into some selection. 

the group participating empha- 
sized that the topic which may some- 
what broad must treated from one 
more aspects. For instance, student 
interested medical science and selects 
the subject, “Cancer,” the same might 
limited after discussion such aspect 
“The Recent Developments Cancer 
Research”; the scientific mind concerned 
with “Radar” limits his treatment 
“Peacetime Uses Radar” “Wartime 
Uses Radar.” 

The groups again disband and now read 
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upon their aspect research and assemble 
bibliography pertinent it. After 
specified time, they return their group 
discuss findings. This meeting results 
interchange ideas; most cases the 
students come across information value 
for another member’s problem.

another group meeting, tentative 
outline made; the chairman follows the 
same tutorial procedure the selection 
the topic.

Assembling Research Data 


has been explained before, each stu- 
dent has been given research format 
which has been explained. this point 
the average and poor student always needs 
additional help. Both the teacher and 
chairman extend such. After the reading 
the topic selected and the notes needed 
for the research are completed, each stu- 
dent organizes his material means 
detailed sentence outline for the reason 
that lends itself more careful organi- 
zation. The group assembles, discusses, and 
criticizes each other’s work. The chairman 
corrects the written outline. The student, 
must remembered, redoes his outline 
after the corrections are made and submits 
the instructor. After the instructor’s 
correction, the first draft ready 
written. The instructor stresses that this 
the student’s best work, that the 
ideas and information are not his, but that 
the sentence structure, appropriate con- 
nectives, and well-chosen words and 
phrases can be. The first draft the 


written research again checked the 
chairman who, after has conferred with 
the teacher, submits all corrections and 
criticisms the work the student. 


Evaluating the Theme 


Every aspect topic handled the 
individual students within group 
separate research contributing the total 
development the subject chosen.

Pupil Control 


two individual pupils are alike. Such 
idea has often caused inexperienced 
teacher become utterly bewildered about 
how teach. has caused the teaching-is- 
just-a-job teacher smile materialistically 
the manner cynic and become more 
cynical. 

This paper intended explanation 
basic principle used with great success 
the handling group eighth-grade 
boys and girls during the school year 
1951-52 and later used with group 
sixth-grade boys and girls. The principle 
was found quite practical. ob- 
structed learning way. Most impor- 
tant all, due recognition was given 
pupil development desirable way. 
Pupils recognized pupil authority over the 
time when the principle was operation 
and proved possible accord them free- 
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dom they showed ability use it. The 
principle which the essence the psy- 
chology pupil control may stated 
the following way: 

teacher should along with his pupils 
reasonable degree the natural mani- 
festations growth which they make 
class and school life general. This 
teacher should then ask his pupils 
grown-up fashion along with him 
all that constitutes classwork and the ac- 
tivities school life general. will 
found that the necessary authority 
the teacher will not suffer far these 


pupils are concerned. will found, also, 
that the use this principle will create 
condition favorable for learning. 


Nonproportional Thinking 


Young teachers need guard them- 
selves against nonproportional thinking 
about psychological concepts. Experience 
breaks the habit and hoped that this 
account the going-along principle will 
cause beginning teachers strive for simi- 
lar experiences. 

important for the purpose this 
article note that first impressions play 
strong part determining what will 
the status the relations between 
teacher and group pupils. had taught 
younger class the year before worked 
with the eighth-grade class this article. 
thinking, walked into their room 
for the first time September, 1951, ran 
along the lines how could convince 
these older boys and girls that would not 
treat them had treated those who 
were younger. 


Developing Responsibility 


perfectly normal thing for 
eighth-grade boy girl want 
treated grownup. harm will come 
from recognition this feeling, such 
recognition based sensible grounds. 
spoke the class way which aimed 
for the immediate establishment the 
adult-to-adult relationship. 

“No doubt, you noticed that made 
fifth-grade class march assembly last 
year. That will not happen you unless 
you make necessary.” 

had known the boys and girls the 
eighth-grade class only generally the year 
before and saw that they were watching 
curiously now. The look curiosity 
persisted. went on. 

was eighth grade once myself. 
was fourteen years old once myself. 
think can understand why you don’t want 
treated like babies.” took just 
moment glance about. 

year. We’re going like em- 
ployer and group employees. good 
employer understands his employees and 
that’s what I’m going try 
your case.” 

look pride and poise appeared upon 
most the faces. Some grins present 
the time walked into the room now 
disappeared. 

“You want enjoy life your age. 
Sometimes you can’t keep this urge from 
popping out class. You’ve got have 
fun. you know what find that 
happens here?” 

The looks curiosity returned but only 
for moment. was this point that 
gave them the essence the control policy 
which was prove successful. 

along with you. know how 
have fun and reasonable amount 
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hurt one bit. find that 
right with you.” 

For the first time the smiles, pride, and 
poise were unreserved. There were grins 
the faces some the boys but they 
were friendly grins. 

had made every effort keep haughti- 
ness and superdignity from manner. 
When saw that had scored first 
victory, continued the outline 
policy. 

you will find that will right 
with you reasonable amount 
fun class. along with you, but 

emphasized the word “but” and was 
overjoyed see change the manner 
the class. could now win easily. 

“You've got along with me. You 
have come school. have your 
teacher this class. Neither you nor 
have the right lazy about it, try 
about it. None these rules which 
have follow group, however, mean 
that can’t enjoy our work group. 


Glamourizing 
History 


The high school instructor teaching his- 
tory small town, rural area, 
extremely rare, who has not heard the 
classic —“There’s nothing doing 
this neck the land.”

Successful Procedure

impress upon the class its first meeting.

charge. did not consider schoolwork 
commodity but rather regarded 
group efforts the part group 
individual human beings grow under 
guidance and supervision. The work the 
class during the school year showed just 
such growth abundance.

The class world history brought 
interesting short papers the cultures 
these nations their industries, music, art, 
homes, literature, clothes. Then, having

The next step the project was the 
putting aside large section the 
bulletin board for clippings and facts about 
“The Current History Our State.” Clip- 
pings were collected sports, education, 
religion, buildings, 
ties, churches, historical spots. The wealth 
around them and close hand was sur- 
prise for most them. 

Then the class was divided into two 
groups. One sent out government postal 
cards the chambers commerce the 
towns the state, another educational 
institutions, for informative literature. 
Most these towns and schools and col- 
leges were practically within few hours 
drive from their home town. 


Local History 


Interest was now narrowed down the 
town itself. There were scrapbooks 
clippings and original, firsthand 
search. list people interviewed 
was made: the pastor their own parish, 
who had just recently completed trip 
tround the Europe, Africa, Asia; 
the minister the United Brethren, and 
the minister the Christian Church; the 
principals the public and_ parochial 
schools; the bank manager the branch 
office; the town mayor, doctor, sheriff; 
the first primary teacher the public 
school, now retired; name the oldest 
pioneer still living who had seen the In- 
dians come his father’s farm begging 
for food; the druggist and the hardware 
dealer; nuns and priests who had been 
members the parish; the owner the 
lumberyards; the building contractor.

then their first one, and they really were 
anxious tackle the interviews, despite 
their pretended protest. 

Once launched into the business in- 
terviews getting appointments, the cour- 
teous approach, the reverence and respect 
for the pioneer, accuracy, dependability, 
response good leads little project 
soon became miniature avalanche. 


Respect for Pioneers 


They discovered that the pioneers could 
produce something where nothing had been 
before. There was school. father, 
ambitious give his son education, 
gave room his house, found teacher, 
and ten pupils teach. That teacher 
sweet, gray-haired grandmother now, whose 
grandchildren are proud claim her the 
first teacher this town. 

They also discovered that the food 
stores, beginning, like the school, one 
room, grew meet the growing needs 
the town, and are not much different from 
the big city food marts, except size. 
They have met, their business inter- 
viewing, relatives the first food mer- 
chants; they have learned something about 
the sky-high-flight prices; they discov- 
ered that their local merchant gives them, 
small scale, what they get the 
food shops the metropolis. 

And again, the case the school 
and the food stores, the students found 
that religious services had first been held 
private homes; the United Brethren 
got busy and gave religious drama, 
Queen Esther, raise funds. The tiny 
flowers girl for the Queen, stately, 
elderly citizen the town today. The 
Catholic services, too, were held pri- 
vate home, and after the first little struc-

ture was built, funds did not stretch far 
enough buy pews. Men brought seats 
from their wagons and buggies for the 
women and children sit on; and each 
family provided its own hitching post. 
The historical searchers had much fun 
discovering “famous the first side- 
walk, the first telephone with hand crank 
and bell that woke all the party mem- 
bers alert for social 
the first “Kozy Club,” Commercial Club, 
Catholic Women’s Club; the coming 
electricity and natural gas; the first barber 
shop that served the town clearing- 
house for local news. And most these 
became human interest stories. 


Proud Our Town 


The uninteresting (!) little town about 
which the high school students had griped, 
yielded full-length columns news- 
paper print results sketchy histor- 
ical digging, amateur historians. 

addition seeing themselves print, 
the project had the by-product subli- 
mating the original gripe fair-sized 
admiration their town; and good- 
weekly paper reprinted the story. 

The churches, the schools, the business 
houses, the old and the middle-aged citi- 
zens, took greater meaning that called 
out the respect and interest the younger 
citizens the one-time griping history 
students.

This latter plan not only for conven- 
ience, but, also, take advantage the 
immense power acquisition exhibited 
children their earliest years.

kindergarten and the first grade 
children are taught songs rote and thus 
have repertoire for use. becomes 
matter giving them the printed form, 
limited amount, while singing these 
tunes. 

The teacher draws the staff the 
board, long enough for musical sentence. 
the more advanced grades, the mem- 
bers the class should this work, 
since the idea have much active 
participation possible. some schools, 
there painted staff the board which 
saves time but the joy taking part 
the exercise thus lessened. 

All early instruction should the 
natural clef; thus, sign except the 
clef sign necessary first.

Older children may brought try com- 
posing airs home and have them written 
the board and sung the class. There 
little chance that they will have aid 
home this work for the game self- 
expression usually enough protect 
child from plagiarism. Emphasis should 
always placed upon the constructive 
side this method teaching the reading 
music. The routine learnings will be- 
come interest aid greater power 
for self-expression.

The 600,000 students enrolled account for 
little over one third all Catholic adolescents 
America’s high schools. other words, 
Catholic high schools are educating only 
per cent all Catholics enrolled secondary 
schools. Catholic high schools are not, how- 
ever, insignificant part American sec- 
ondary education; actually, one every 
American secondary students Catholic 
high school.

1947. June 22, 1954, Most Rev. Arch- 
bishop Ritter issued pastoral letter his 
people urging them co-operate whole- 
heartedly with the public school authorities 
obtaining integration the public schools. 
The following significant paragraph quoted 
from his pastoral letter: 

“The decision will long way making 
our educational system conform with the po- 
sition Christianity itself. Besides closing the 
gap between what individuals believe 
and what have had tolerate practice, 
the Supreme Court decision should strengthen 
and unite morally nation.” 

the Diocese Kansas City (Mo.), for 
several years Negroes have been welcome 
all the Catholic schools. Six years ago the 
Negro Catholic high school the city was 
discontinued and Negro youth have been en- 
rolling the regular Catholic high schools. 

the Diocese Wheeling (W. Va.), the 
integration Catholic schools began several 
years ago. 

For number years policy non- 
segregation, voluntary basis, has been 
practiced the Archdiocese San Antonio. 
This policy was made public and universal 
April 1954. 

the Archdiocese Cincinnati, for some 
years, Negro children have been attending the 
parochial schools the parish which they 
live. There are some schools which all the 
children are Negroes because they are located 
where the population almost entirely Negro. 
There one small all-Negro Catholic high 
school, but residents the neighborhood are 
free attend the other Catholic high schools 
they wish. 

the Archdiocese New Orleans, all 
Catholic church and school officials stand be- 
hind the recent ruling the Supreme 
Court and condemn the hasty action the 
state legislature nullify the decision 
passing laws, based upon the police power 
the state, require racial segregation the 
public schools. Catholic Action the South, 
the diocesan newspaper, publishing series 
editorials urging voters vote against 
change the state constitution 
which would make segregation compulsory 
the public schools violation the 
Constitution. 

The Archbishop Boston, Most Rev. 
Richard Cushing, recent pastoral letter, 
stressing the apostolate the Negro, com- 
mended the Supreme Court decision. 
said: 

with Catholic doctrine, for the Church teaches 
that the Negro, less than other men, was 
created God His own image and like- 
ness, that was redeemed the precious 
Blood Jesus Christ. Mary the Mother 
Our Saviour was given all men 
their mother—there was distinction 
race color.” 

The Archbishop’s letter revealed the little 
known fact history that Negro, who was 
priest the Boston Archdiocese, was 
chancellor and pastor Boston and was con- 
secrated bishop the Diocese Portland 
(Rhode Island) years ago. was Bishop 
James Healy.
